There is much rejoicing emong the 
friends of theCunard line because of the 
victory of the Oregon over tho Arizona 
and tho Austral on their voyaso from 
Queonatown to New York which termina- 
ted yesterday. Tho three steamships loft 
Quuonstown within six hours of each 
other on the morning of Sunday, the j;>lh, 
and although nothing has been said open- 
ly at the offices of tho respective ccin- 
panies m this city yet the fact has been 
well known by every one interested in 
matters pertaining to tlio "ocean ferry" 
that there would bo a deaperute struggle 
for tho lead between tho three steamers. 
The Austral was the first one to leave 
Quoenstown, passing Roche's I'oint at 
0.35a. 111. on the 13th. She was followed 
by the Arizona at 9.30 and by the Oregon 
at ;i.yO p. m. • At 3 o'clock on the after- 
noon of the 14th tho Austral was passed 
by the Arizona and at I o'clock the naxt 
day she was overtaken by tlio Oregon, 
which left her hull down before nightfall. 
The Arizona and Oregon did not sight 
each other during the voyage. Tho Ore- 
gon arrived at Ssndy Hook a.t 2.30 Ji. ni . 
yesterday. The Arizona reached tho 
Hook at 12. 50 p. m. the aanio day, over 
10 lioura behind her victorious rival, 
which made the remarkable tiaie of (i 
days, 16 hours and U3 niiiiutea, corrected 
time. Tho time yf tho Arizona ivaa 7 
days. 7 hours and 12 minutes, vyhi^li beats 
her beat previous record by 1 hour t^i^d 
13 minutes. 

Tho days' run of the Oregon arp as fol- 
lows:— 348 miles on her tirat day; -l-tO on 
the second; 447 on the third; 432 "H the 
fourth; 434 on tho fifth; 450 on the SLith 
aud 282 during the Ift.hpurs of the aiivontli 
day, making a total uf 2,8;ili, uiile^ ^^.P™ 
Queeustown. . • 

The runs of the Arizona fop her seven 
days were respectively ;~404, 380, 394, 387, 
392,400 and 39(; which, with 13 miles to 
Sandy Hook, made tho total dislaaco of 
her voyage from t,>uoonBtown 2,776 miles. 

The Austral arrived: at -quuraiitino a 
little before 1 this luurning, 

Un her lust passage to ' Queeni^own the 
Oregon's time was G days, 15 hoilrs and 
15 minutes, during which time her en- 
gines were stopped for two hours oil' Fast- 
net because of fog. This, the ollicials cd' 
tho Canard line lay, was only 24 hours 
minutes behind the time of the America 
in her recent passago.which wiui tho quick 
est nn record. They claim that although 
the time of the America was adver- 
tised as 6 days, 14 h.oura and l-S niiiniieH 
yet an examination of the log showed that 
the National lin^ people had deducted 4 
hours and 66 minutes as. differenpe in time 
— Oreenwich instead of Qaeenstown time 
— which is aboiit 4 hours and 23 minutes, 
'i'his would make the corrected time (i 
days, 14 hours and 51 minutes.' They al- 
so say that the distance run by the .-Vnier- 
ica was 2,S14 miles, while th.it of the 
Oregon, while taking a more southerly 
course, was 2,861 miles, or 53 miles furth- 
er, which, at her average rate of speed, was 
equal to nearly three hours' time.

Last evening, about fifteen mmutea past 
nine o'clock, as Mesara. \V. Walker and J.

They hailed a piussiug hansom and the vic- 
tim was lifted into it and driven to the 
Driurd ^Quae, where he was recognized as 
a half-breed named Insley, aged 18 years, 
who is employed on one of the boats. He 
was <piile insenailile and hia pulai- was 
acareely perceptible. .Scjijie brandy waa 
poured down hia throat, ami he waa then 
driven to Ur. Milne'a who, after u short ex- 
aiui nation, ovilercd him to the hospital. There 
restoratives weru administered, and after 
some time he cainu to, and felt iu hia 
pockets which, however, contained no 
money. Then he wanted to fight with an 
im^iginary foe, and asked for his sister, 
and finally fall asleep without having 
given any account of the atl'air, of which 
ho seemed to remember nothing. His 
neck showed no marks of violence, hut 
his eyes svero starting from their sockets. 
The impression at the hospital waa that 
he had been drinking, but that impression 
might Inive been caused by the scent of 
the brandy that waa forced down his 
throat at tho Driard Uoufta. The im- 
pression of the gentlemen who saw the 
men surrounding Insley is that it is a case 
of garroting. "^he police were scouring 
the town last liight^ but discovered no 
chu? to the suppose 1 garroters.
